His - father 


was a Congregational clergyman whose

•church stood in bold contrast to his 
son's tearing down of sacred things. 
"In 18-43 the family removed to Illinois, 
where young Ingersoll studied law, 
•finally opening an office in Shawnee- 
town. In 1S57 'he removed to Peoria, 
.and his lii's there -was made the basis 
•of one o£ the most bitter attacks ever 
made upon him. In September, 1889, 
.after the Christian world had come to 
realize the purport of Col. Ingersoll's 
teaching, P-rof. Clark 
Braden pub- 


lished a pamphlet -which was distrib- 
uted 
throughout the 
country and 


•which charged "him with nearly all the 
•crimes in the calendar. To this attack 
Col. Ingersoll remained silent and re- 
fused to make any defense. 


Early.in the civil war MX. Ingersoll 


became colonel of the Eleventh Illinois 
•cavalry and united with the republican 
party. 


It was Col. Ingersoll who in the re- 


publican national convention of 1876 
nominated James G. (Elaine for the 
•presidency and dubbed him the "plum- 
•ed knight"—a name which 
followed 


'him to his grave. From

"It was announced today that Capt. 


C. W. Johnson, who has served as 
deputy game and fish warden for the 
territory embracing Lakes Butte des 
Morts and Poygan with their tributary 
water, since 1895, has been notified that 
his services are_ no longer needed and 
that his suspension from the position 
was to take /place on July 1. 


"Mr; Johnson could not be found, to- 


day to verify the roport. Col. H. B. 
Harshaw, who acted as assistant attor- 
ney general for several years and who 
assisted Captain Johnson in his prose 
cution of the work of protecting the fish 
and game of the waters of this vicinity, 
was visited, and it was learned that Mr. 
Johnson had given him the information 
of bis suspension. 


"Colonel Harshaw was the prosecut- 


ing attorney in the fish cases that .were 
brought when the law first w;ent into 
effect, and has been in close touch with 
the work of the game warden for several 
years. He stated this morning that he 
believed Captain Johnson to be an effi- 
cient officer. 
His territory was BO large 


that without the aid of numerous assis- 
tants he was unable to patrol the lakes 
and rivers with only a rowboat ;at his 
disposal. It was impossible for him to 
put a complete stop to the traffic, and 
the complaints came pouring in that the 
deputy .warden was not an efficient offi- 
cer.

Where: -rsdit is due, Concerning Gen- 
eral Otis, The Sun has this to say: 


One of the Manila correspondents who 


contribute to the carping just now in 
vogue describes General Otis as "a fussv 
old man, unaccustomed to anything but 
regimental command, 
and saturated 


with the ideas and methods of a routine 
clerk." The value of this criticism will 
be apparent on noting that it is nearly 
six years since General Otis has had a 
regimental command, having received 
his well-earned star in the latter part of 
1893. He is the senior brigadier of the 
regular army, and as such has held im- 
portant departmental commands fo: 


. years. 
He served in the'Ar-ny of thi 


Potomac, through some of its most tre 
mendous battles, compared with which 
the bloodiest of the affairs in the Philip 
pines, or, in fact, all of them put togeth 
er. would seem like a skirmish. He was 
brcvetted a colonel both in the volun- 
teers and the regulars for. gallant and 
meritorious services at Spottsylvania 
and a brigadier general of volunteers 
for like services at Chapel House.
